ing power for electric lighting mill ¬

This dam will store and 
back up 
waters in the Gila river 
to Guthrie 
and in the 
Frisco 
river 
to within 
two miles of Clifton 
A cement canal twentv five miles 
long 
will be built from the dam to 
within six 
miles 
of 
Solomonville 
which will give the surplus water 
supply and power 
Mr Potter further stated that if 
the people want more water in the 
valley for irrigation of lands and 
power for electric lighting and other 
purposes 
it will 
be furnished from 
this project 
If not there 
is suf 
ficient vacant land that can be taken

and 
irrigated

this surplus
